Fortress Monroe, Dee. 16—The 
freatest battleship fleet ever assemb- 
led under the United States flag has 
sailed on the loongest cruise ever un- 
dertaken by any fleet in the history 
of the world. The fleet started from 
a point called the Tail of the Horse- 
shoe. President Roosevelt, on the na- 
val yacht, Mayflower, reviewed the 
monstrous sea fighters as they steam- 
ed out to sea with guns roaring, flags 
whipping in the breeze, bands play- 
ing, with the crews lined on the deck 
to salute the commander in chief. The 
line of battleships was over two miles 
long as it steamed out. As each ship 
Went by tie president’s yacht cheers 
from the jackies greeted Roosevelt and 
he uncovered, waving his silk hat at 
the boys in blue. he weather was 

prfect with a clear, cool, fresh breeze
